The Lord is righteous and iuſt, and rewardeth all men 
according to their deeds: o that His mzreie and 
iuſtice arc of equall quantitie, and as hee ſheweth 
mercy to the humble and couttite, to hee erecuteth 
his iudgement vppon the fro ward and vngodip. 
And pet notwithitanding, although we tee @heare 
dayiy what cokens hee ſendeth vs, as fauourabie 
warmngs, and what iudgements hee erecuteth as 
terrible thzcataings: vet wee Will goe ou caxeleſſeip 
in our fozm-r wickedneſſe, making ns moze ac- 
oo of ali his 1 k a matter no- 
ching appertinent vnto vs, FR: 
It is not longe ſince hee afflicted bs heere in 
England.

ner, lo that all the inhabttants ofthe Citie;though 

curelp the laſt iudgement day then to haus beene 
come, the terrible ſhabing ok the earth, caciſed the 
people both ſmall and great to fozſake theirhouſes, 
(and finding no place fox ſuccox wherein they durſt 
abide) did ruͤnne vp and down the ſbreers, werping 
and crying in moſt dolekull manner. Many Chut⸗ 
ches and ſtonewalles, with other buildings, fell 
-downe by reaſon of extreameſhakitigofthe earth, 
and in their fall, killed and maimed a greatnum⸗ 
ber of Cheiltian people, the ſaddainneſſe of this 
fearefull tempeſt, put the pdoze inhabitants tent 
extreame keare, as no man had any minde ol aud 
thing in his houle, no, the Huſband K 5

bed his wife , noz the wife her huſband, but were 
lo exteedingly aſt oniſhe d, that they ran vp a downe 
the ſtreetes from place to place, like mad oz fran⸗ 
ticke perſons. ß 
The Thunder and lightning, was iike wil e ſo 
terrible, as the lightning ceazing vpon the houles, 
burned an hundꝛed and twentie of them downe to 
the ground: and by rcaſon of the peoples feare, there 
was no man that vſed any kind of meanes to hin⸗ 
der the foꝛce ol the fire. n 
The man that had now beene ther, to haue leene 
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the demeanour of theſe pooze fearefullſoules, and 


could without feare and aſtoniſhment, haue noted 
their behauiour: might there haue leene a mol} liue⸗

During the time of this tempeſt, another moſt 
ſtraunge and dꝛeadfull accident happened in the 
Cittie. Foz a man ofa moſt ſtraunge complection, 
appeared to many people: hig hayꝛe on his head kee⸗ 
med ta be flames of burning fier, his eyes ſtood ſta⸗ 
ring in moſt fe are tull and gaſtiy maner: his beard 
all growne out of oꝛder, that by vilage hee ſeemed 
like a wild man, in his right hand he held a bloudie 
ſwoꝛd, and in his ſelt hand a rod, frem whole bꝛan⸗ 
khes bloud dꝛopped in avoundance, his looke was 
ſterne and reuengkull, and his words ful ok terrour, 
Which were the e. 
Thus laith the Loꝛd, your linneg haue m 
me to wꝛath, and pour tranſgreſſionghaue pꝛouo⸗ 
ked my diſpleaſure , therekoze except 7 
| repent and leaue off nn btter⸗ 


lp deſtroy you fromthe face ofthe earth, and behold 
this bloudie Swozd, that J hold in my right hand, 
betokeneth dꝛeadkull warre, which the Lozd will 
bung vppon you ſpeedily, except vnfained repens. 
tance. Tye rod that J haue in mylefthand , ſigni- 
ficththepuniſhment which the Loꝛd wil inflict vp- | 
on pon; becauſe you will not bee warned, and fo2- 
lake your pꝛide, and luch other abhominable ſinnes. 
foꝛ as hee haty longe fozbozne yon, ſtill admont- 
{hing and cxyozting you by his Pꝛeachers, to re⸗ 
koꝛme your lelues and amend your lines : Somov 
ſeeing no other meanes will ſerue, hee purpoleth to 
take his rod of affliction in hand, and to coꝛrect pour 
ſinnes molt leuerely. And leeing mercie will not 
pꝛeuaile, noꝛ vou make no account thereof, hee will 
now execute his iudgementes vppon you. And ha- 
uing vttered theſe and luch like ſpeeches, hee vani⸗ 
ſhed away: at whoſe departure there was heard 
ſuch a ſozrowfull howling and crying:that the peo; 
ple moze affraid of this wounder then ok all the 
tempeſt befoꝛe, were now with feare ſo mightily 
aſtoniſhed, as they rather leemed dead men then li⸗ 
uing creatures. 8 | 
Not long alter, it pleaſed God that the tempeſt 
ceaſed, and the weather bzake vp,which comfozted 
the Citizens hearts , but yet this toy was not per- 
fect withthe molt part, foꝛ there youmight lee ſome 
wapling fo2 the loſſe of their goods and houſes con- 
Cumed with fire, orhers making woefull lamenta- 
tions fo2 their huſbands and childzen, ſearching a⸗ 


mongl the dead bodies which were m — 
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ſlaine; with the kire and 1all-ofthe:buildings; deere 
one cryiug and wayling ol his wounds, gotten in 
the time ol the tempeſt chere another loꝛrowing ko 
the loſſe ok his friends; ia luch pittikull manner, as 
would haue modued the moſt ſtonie hard, and ad⸗ 
durate heart to relent, and take compaſſion: but al 
in vaine were theſe lamentations, oꝛ that by them 
no man is able to recouer ſuch loſſes, whertozeene- 
rle one as well as they could, ſtriuing to comfozt 
themlelueg, made this their chiefeſt io, that it pica- 
ſed God to ſtay the tempeſt, and in ſome mealure to 
appeate his wʒꝛatg. 6 5 
Some two oꝛ thꝛee daies after: to ſhew fooꝛth 
the great ioye that they receiued bythe mercye of 
God, in ſparing them at that time. The Gouernour 
of the Cittie with tome other of his friends, tooke - 
Waggon, entending foz their recreation, to ride to 
the next Cittie called Ausburch, being not farre diC- 
tant from thence, and as they were in the mid way 
in a certaine Wood called Rade, where ſuddainely 
they heard a great noyſe and crie of certaine chil- 
D2en, and looking about could ſee nothing: vppon 
that the Gouernour lent the woaggoner to tee it he 
could find the perlons, krom whome that clamour 


pꝛoceeded, who went and ſought all about, but 
could find no bodie, ſo when he had ſought a 
while in vaine, at laſt he returned agains tothe Go-

uernour, telling him that hee had ſought-in enieri 

place neere thereabouts, but could neither lee noꝛ 
heare any tuch matter. This aunſwere made them 
greatly to wonder, fo; —— heard the erie low⸗ 
be 3. ome 


der then befoze': which encreaſed their deſire lo 
much, as the Gouernour bad the Waggoner to 
Dꝛine foꝛwards into the Wood, to ſee ifthey could 
by any meanes know the reaſon of this clamour: 
Not long had they ridden befoze they came to a 
crolle way, where fower waies met, where they 
ſpied thzee childꝛen, two bayes and one gerle. The 
Gerlehad vpon her head a coſtly Call, made ofthe 
neweſt and ſtatelieſt faſhion, that is at this pꝛeſent 
wo2ne, vponher lowerparts a paireofBreeches, 
like a man okthe neweſt faſhion ltkwiſe,both which 
attires, ſig ufied pꝛide, the one in women, the other 
in men. The Girle appzoaching necre vnto the 
Waggon, ſpake to the Gouernour as followeth. 
The ertreame pꝛide that raigneth in theſe daies 
among Chꝛiſtians, hach fo much pꝛouoked the 
Loꝛds diſpleaſure, that it Hath cauſed him to end 
vs downs from heauen, to pꝛonounce his tudge- 
ments againſt you all, and to tell you that hee hath 
pꝛomiled vtterly to roobe you out and deſtroy you, 


except you ſpeedily zappen, and regard the fauonrs 
able and mexgifull warnings that hee lendeth you 
by vs: SEMWuing vttered ſuch like ſpeeches, ſhee 
likewiſe vagiſhed away in a great flaſh of Light- 
ning, and gas teene no moꝛe. 3 
The ni app2oached one of the Boyes , who 
wascladm Turkes apparel, who thzeatned dꝛead⸗ 


fallwarre againſt all Chꝛiſtendome, and that the 
Tarkeſhould accoꝛding to an auncteat P2ophecie: 
tome and ouer · runne that Land, and bung his Ar⸗ 
mie into the Cittie of Culen vppon Rhyne, which 4 
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the place from whence the Reniſh wine commeth: 
and with (wozd and fire ſhould deſtroy all thoſe 
vlaces in which he entered, and this hee ſaid ſhould 
fall out the nert ycare without fatle, except ſpeedie 
repentance, And that their land ſhould be * 
to luch extremitie through the want of men, that 
there ſhould not be leit in all the Countrie a man to 
follow the plough, ſo as all the countrie ſhould bee 
deſolate and vnkruit full. Ts 
Then came the other Boye , who holdethinet- 
ther ofhis hands, a peece of their Countrie money 
calledaReall, and hee ſaid that in certaine time af- 
ter, the Turke ſhould bee beaten backe againe into 
Hungarie, and then ſhould beeſuch plentie, as no 
man ſhould haue need to boꝛrow ok his neighbour, 
but they ſhould haue Gold and Siluer at will: but 
there ſhould follow ſuch peſtilence a contagion, as 
the number of the people ſhould be ſo much demini⸗ 
ſhed; that victuals ſhall bee ſo plentie, as foz thꝛee 
Stiuers (which is in Engliſh money ſome leuen 
pence halte penie) a man ſhould buy a buſhell ot 
of udheate, and foz halte ſo much a buſhell of Kie. 
Bnt a dead maus Coffin ſhould not bee found, als 
though a man would giue fox the came 4 Duckat 
of Gold, ſo grieuous the plague ſhould be. 
hen all theſe ſpeeches were vttered, they 
made the Gouernourſweare, to publiſh the effect 
ol their wozds in all their Dominions, and to all 
other nations neere adioyning vnto them, which 
they tooke their oathes to perfozme . And ſo they 


made letters ot Credence.Cealed with their Seales

and ſenc them from Cittie to Cittie. Firſt to the 
Palſgraue, then from him to the Duke of Bronſ- 
wicke. and ſoouer all the land. This Coppie came 
into England the twelkth day ok this pꝛelent Mo⸗ 
neth of Rouember. 16 oO O0. :
